That an unhealthy condition existing 


only in one city and Involving only a few

j although keeping open door Is \ifiprece- 
• dented, and that thig should occur when 
! tho whole country was prosperous, few 
I of any linos of business over done, and 
! the banks of the country outside, of a 
; limited few in that city were In a sound 
isnd healthy condition. Such an experi- 
I ence that -we all went through, the r«- 
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suits of which have be*n so disastrous, 
stopping the arteries of trade and throw- 
ins thousands out of employment ought 
not to occur again, aud 1 believe some- 
thing practical can be dont to prevent 
it What plan, has not been fully decided 
upon; only a makeshift in my opinion 
has be«n adopted. 


Suggest* Bank Insurance. 


I cannot get out of my mind some form 


of. (let me call it bank Insurance). In- 
stead of guaranteeing of deposits, as that 
has a political odor about it. 
If peoplf 


form great combinations for protecting 
their families called life Insurance, the 
most useful of all beneficent institutions, 
why could not'the banks of the couptry 
bo organized In sections, but all working 
upon the surae plan, and by the payment 
of a. small tax upon deposits, accumulate 
a fund that would protect the depositors 
of a bank that should die. Then there 
would be • no frightened -depositors. 
If 


the branches of the old State bank of 
Indiana wtre responsible for the deposits 
of each branch, and It was a most suc- 
cessful Institution, why could not the 
banks of Indiana bo divided into dis- 
banks ot 
tricts for 
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th« purpose of close examina- 


tion and control and thereby prevent to 
n great extent unhealthy bank manage- 
ment. so that bank failures would rarely 
occur? 
Under such conditions this de- 


fense fund would not have to bo largo 
and of course the tax that produced it 
very slight. 


Or It may be a considerable cliango of 


the national banking system whereby the 
banks can be helped If necessary by a 
central hank having power to l«sue cur- 
rency when required for temporary use. 
This problem, In my opinion, is th« most 
Important of nil others to bo solved. 


As has been Bald by 11 prominent and 


successful business man of the state of 
Ohio: "The 
history of banking Is a 


thrice told tale, a story of an ancient 
and honorable profession, served with 
remarkable fidelity and a fair share of 
benevolence, throughout created by the 
people by the virtue of their necessities. 
and accepted by them as one of the fixed 
conditions of society, and withal so sat- 
isfactory in its workings as to its cause 
and effect." 


Bank Embodiment of Instinct. 


Tha bank Is the embodiment of the 


Instinct to preserve for future needs, tho 
fruits of human activity, an Instinct orig- 
inally awakened by hunger and the strug- 
gle for llfo and its history is practically 
the history of the highest civilization. 


It behooves ua, therefore, as children 


of such an ancient and honorable ances- 
try. to watch carefully the Interests en- 
trusted to our care. In union thore Is 
strength, and any ' plan that insures 
strength will produce confidence. Panics 
would be entirely unknown If depositors 
wero assured that no matter what might 
happen to one institution, It was so sup- 
ported by an existing fund that It had 
helped to create, and that could only be 
used for their protection, that under no 
circumstances could they suffer loss. It 
the banks arc too- numerous and so 
widely separated that It would be diffi- 
cult to control their management, why 
could not the banks of each state or- 
ganize In some plan of mutual protec- 
tion? It has started In the new state 
of Oklahoma and I understand meeting 
with success. In my opinion this plan 
will spread, and Its beneficial 
results 


will soon be realized. 


Tho duty devolved upon me, however, 


was to utter a few words of good cheer 
and to bid you welcome, and not to cuss 
or discuss.

did most of them know of the 'lega 
reserve' until the papers told them 
there wasn't any? Bow many of you 
depositors can Intelligently 
Interpre 


one of the excellent statements yo 
are so anxious to place in their hands 
It was no financial coup that saved 
the banks and the business ot 
the 


country in that panic. Mr. Morgan's 
Sunday session with his fellow bank- 
ers in'New York, would have resulted 
In nothing had It not been for the 
mutual confidence 
that existed 
be- 


tween the banker and his public. The 
belief on the part o£ the banker that 
the honesty and fair dealing he had 
sown In the past would yield a pres- 
ent harvest of trust and good will was 
borno otit In the.sequel. The bankers 
are close to the people, because they 
are of them, and because they come 
in daily contact with all classes. 


Banking Profession Under Fire. 


"For the past several years, Indeed 


since the cross of gold was erected at 
Chicago, In- 1896, the 
profession 
o£ 


banking has been under lire. 
Party 


platforms have 
deplored and con- 


demned, and then offered their pana- 
ceas; campaign orators have 
de- 


>rought to our notice. We have not 
jeen successful in every instance, but 
have succeeded in landing three men 
n the penitentiary who forged checks 
and passed them on our members and 
have forced settlements In other cases. 
We have other cases working out, and 
hope to terminate thorn successfully. 
Our plan of sending" out warning cards 
to our members of 
dangerous char- 


acters working in ' their 
vicinity is 


valuable, and our members are urged 


The association unanimously adopted 


the foHowing'resolutions submitted by 
the executive council: 


"Whereas, Many of the boards 
of 


trade ..and 
commercial 
exchanges 


throughout the country have adopted 
resolutions providing that hereafter no 
drafts be paid'by their members -when 
the bill of lading attached shall have 
been Issued by their carriers "without 
the following safeguards: 


"1. Every bill of lading must in ad- 


dijlon-to the/ signature, bear also the 
official stamp of the authorized agent, 
such stamp giving date ot his signa- 
ture. .

"Whereas. It is the belief of the 


' j executive council of the Indiana State 


Bankers' association that the adoption 
ot these safeguards will operate to the 
advantage of-all, including the carriers 
and 
will - tend to avoid future loss 


through forgery and alterations. There- 
fore, be it 
- 


"Resolved. That the executive coun- 


cil "of the Indiana State Bankers' asso- 
ciation heartily endorses "-the action 
taken by the mercantile organizations 
above referred to and recommends that 
the members of this association hcre- 


"Conservative r-ankers have been 


somewhat shy of a scheme like this 
because they hesitate to involve them- 
selves in responsibility for the failures 
of .other banks. But on this point we 
have conclusive evidence in our expe- 
rience that the plan would be eutirely- 
sa/e for them and far more profitable 
to them than the present method of 
securing notes by United Stales bonds. 
Our national banking system has been 
in .existence since 1S63. Its thousands 
of banks have passed through ail sorts 
of vicissitudes. -There is a perfect rec- 
ord of their whole history at •'Washing- 
ton. 
The experiences there recorded 


show that if we had tod.a guaranty 
fund system from the beginning and 
ail the failures which have happened 
had taken place Just as they did and 
the assets of- the failing .banks had 
been applied Just as they were, the 
loss to a guaranty fund would have 
been less than one-hundredth of 1 per 
cint per annum on the total note cir- 
culation. These deductions rest upon 
tbe great law of average and on as 
solid foundation of experience as the 
business of life-insurance, or flre in- 
surance. If we could change our sys- 
tem today from b'ond security to gold 
guaranty fund security, it would glv 
the banks $600,000,000 active capital in 
place of ynited Sta.tes bonds locked up 
at Washington. And what Is more 1m 
portant. It would give us a system In 
which the country's supply of money 
would expand and contract automat- 
ically with every change of conditions 
and with perfect safety both to the 
•banks and the public."

'For two reasons this story seems to 


fit this occasion. In the first place, the 
Indiana Bankers' association has here- 
tofore, with one exception, held all its 
conventions in the capital city, and it 
has always been felt that by reason of 
its central location, and the fact that 
most of us had banking connections 
there, that Indianapolis was the only 
fitting place. 
It Is somewhat ot a 


surprise, therefore, that there should 
tie so many o£ us here. .There is no 
place, however, to which an Indiana 
banker should rather make a pilgrim- 
age than to the old home o£ that emi- 
nent financier and banker, who gave 
this state a model banking system,- 
even in wild cat days, who aided so 
largely in the foundation o£ our pres- 
ent national banking system the Hon.

Realize Benefits of Association. 


"In the second place, there are so 


many of us because each year the 
bankers of Indiana realize more and 
more the advantages to be gained by 
the rubbing ot elbows, the exchange of 
Ideas that can be had nowhere but at 
their annual conventions. These ad- 
vantages are so obvious that the ques- 
tion Is no longer "why are there so 
many ot us," but "what kept the oth- 


nounced, and doctrinaires have 
pro- 


posed remedies. 
Looking back over 


these years, it appears wonderful that 
any bank has been able to exist in the 
face o£ such an1 apparent effort to ar- 
ray public opinion against the bank- 
er. That evils have existed in 
the 


banking system is Indisputable; that 
there Is being wrought a great reform 
is equally true. This re£orm has not 
been Instituted by any political party, 
but is being worked, out by the bank- 
ers themselves for the good of their 
profession. 


"Dr. Wilson is right In his opinion 


•that the banks can do more to serve 
tho people and the nation, but to do 
this, the closer relationship needed is 
not so much between tho banker and 
the people, as between the 
bankers 


themselves. 
There need be no un- 


holy alliance, no 'combination in re- 
straint o£ trade,' no merging o£ banks, 
with branches, but there must be co- 
operation between bankers,, for their 
own protection primarily, but 
ulti- 


mately tor the protection of their de-, 
positors. The American Bankers' as- 
sociation, the several -state associa- 
tions, the group meetings and the 
clearing houses are drawing the bank- 
ers closer together, and with the re- 
sult that every year sees some de- 
velopment which goes to improve the 
facilities and the safety afforded the 
depositor.

To 
be a perfect tool it' must be supplied 
In quantities to meet all the wants of 
business at all times 'and yet not de- 
moralize business by a redundancy. 
This, quality of elasticity is .what our 
present bank currency. lacks.. .It can- 
not expand and contract to meet, wide- 
ly changing conditions. This la .due in 
large part to the nature of the security 
which our banks are required.to give 
tor the redemption of their notes. Uri- 
der the law as it is each bank is re- 
quired to • deposit at, Washington Uhl--. 
ted States bonds to" secure all its .Cir- 
culating notes.: When an emergency- 
comes in

an address on "The Banker and the 
Nation." It was an eloquent address, 
and created a great deal o£ comment 
His criticism that the bank is too re- 
mote from the people, generally has 
been accepted as true. Those of us 
who are fortunate enough to have 
heard him must remember that the ap- 
plause from the galleries almost made 
us believe that his strictures TV-ore well 
[ounded. He argued that our banking 
facilities are not sufficiently extended, 
and that the relsitions of- the banker 
and his client are too formal. Jt would 
be very hard to convince tbe most ot 
us that the public needs more banks. 
The community usually gets its bank, 
in these progressive days, a, little In 
advance of its necessity, and the illus- 
trations that the doctor cited did not 
prove the contrary. 


Closa Confidence of Relations. 


"It Is ftlso hard_for us to bcllex-e that 


the relations between us and our cus- 
tomers are such as ho describes. We 
know that In the small communities, 
at least, no mora confidence exists be- 
tween the doctor and his patient, the 
lawyer and his client, than between 
the'banker and his customer. The 
banker lends his advice on' all sorts of 
matters, and Is made the confidant of 
all sorts ot people. Instead of being 
the inacessible frock-coated. ' stony- 
hearted individual so often depleted in 
the nirftl drama, the banker is tistial- 
ly oni who- Is known tb. and greeted by 
his customers as Chick, or Andy, or 
Walter, and ij-hose human sympathy 
and impulses constantly have to b<> 
held In check !<>st they overpower his 
business judgment. 
As the conser- 


vator of its savinp*. he-is often the 
recipient of the private griefs and joys 


Great Tasks in Hand. 


"The monetary 
commission of the 


American Bankers' association is en- 
deavoring to give us a currency which 
shall be both safe and elastic; the 
legislative committee of the different 
associations are furthering the pass- 
age of laws which will strengthen and 
improve tho system:

It may be that the 
political John the Baptists have raised 
the cry in the wilderness which has 
called attention to the need o£. thes3 
reforms, but wo are realizing that by 
organization and friendly co-oneration 
we can eliminate the evils. Destruc- 
tive competition is going to give way 
to friendly rivalry, and the upholding 
of his fellow's Institution will seem as 
important to the banker as the up- 
building of his own. When this time 
comes, the banker will best serve the

In better com- 
prehending the teachings of God, one 
may better Impart the divine truths 
of religion to those who come under, 
his spiritual direction. 


However, Dr. Dannenfeidt said that 


theology is not only a'matter of the 
head but much more. BO- of the heart. 
In order that the commands of Christ 
may be carried put, the knowledge and 
real belief in Chjlstian truths are ab- 
solutely -essential. In concluding, the 
speaker gave'his blessings to the class,

But there are also other like fixed expenses, such as insurance, and loss of 
:the taxes which the property would pay were it under private ownership and so 
taxable. Also a certain share of the general City expenses represented by police' 
and fire protection, engineering work, by certain salaries, clerk hire, office ren.tr 
or other office maintenance expenses, which have to be figured upon. 


Again the City must defend itself in suits brought for .damages because oi 


negligence or accident which inflict injury upon individuals or property. It rnustl 
prosecute claims, collect .debts and the like, all costing real money:

"While it is not possible to determine to a dollar the exact amount of each item! 


of these other fixed charges on the plant, we can arrive approximately at most or 
them. 


For instance, the municipal plant bears an insurance of $6,800 upon which the 


annual premium amounts to $68. 


Then the plant, if valued at what it cost, would pay a CITY tax, undeivprivate 


ownership, of $11 per thousand on a valuation df about 60 per cent of the $172,- 
000 and over.. This would, amount to over $1,892 and measures the annual loss -to 
the City in taxes by not letting some taxable party own the plant. 


One thousand eight hundred and ninety-two dollars, in lost taxes then is an 


item which we pay for the mere luxury—or is it-"satisfaction"?—of owning the 
plant.

Of this amount, using the figures adopted by Consulting Engineer Pillsbury, 


in the famous Minneapolis-St. Paul report, a trifle less than 8 per cent should be 
charged up to the lighting plant, or approximately $]s4,pOO, 


Other fixed expenses in plants of this nature Engineer Pillsbury reckons at 


1 per cent on the plant's cost, or, in the case of Fort Wayne, about $1,726. 


So we find our lighting plant costing us yearly in FIXED expenses alone $23,- 


313, interest and depreciation; plus $68 in insurance premiums; plus $1,892 in lost 
taxes; plus $14,000 in apportioned share of general City expenses; plus $1,726 rn 
other items—a total of $40.999!

bed It against the pole an Instant after 
the lightning bolt had struck. 
The 


animal fell over upon the sidewalk, 
breaking the shafts of the wagon to 
•which It was hlf.'hed. The street car 
company's repair wagon was called 
and the guide wires snapped. 


A mall box is attached to the iron 


pole at which the horse was standing 
and hurt anybody touched it' with the 
current grounded through the pole, the 
result would likely have been fatal, as 
the trolley'wires carry about 550 volts.
